A DISPATCH from Tombstone, Arizo- 
na, 18th, says: A party consisting of Wm. 
Long, Dick Gray, James Crane, Charles 
Snow, Thomas D. Clinton, William Berer 
and Harry Ernshaw encamped last Friday 
night in Guadaloupe Canon, about 110 miles 
east from Tombstone and very near to the 
Mexican line. Early Saturday morning the 
party was attacked by Mexicans, and Long, 
Gray, Crane, Snow and Clinton were killed. 
Berer escaped with a wound in the abdo- 
men, while Ernshaw ran amidst a shower of 
bullets. Jt is intimated that the Mexican 
party numbered from twenty-five to thirty 
men. The condition of the camp indicated 
that an attack was made just as the mur- 
dered men were getting up. They had evi- 
dently been killed while yet lying down. 
Long was driving some cattle to Tombstone 
and the others were in his employ. <A party 
has been organized at Tombstone to avenge 
the massacre.

He 
avows his determination and likewise his 
ability to pay every dollar of his indebted- 
ness. 

THE business portion of the town of 
Yale, in British Columbia, was destroyed by 
fire on the 19th. Loss over $300,000. 

ALLEYTON, a Michigan village of 500 
inhabitants, located between Big Rapids 
and Muskegon, has been almost entirely de- 
stroyed by fire. 

A HORRIBLE crime was committed 
recently near Dover, in Terrell County, Ga. 
A negronamed Frank Hudson murdered an 
old farmer named David Lee, his wife, and 
a white servant-girl, and frightfully wound- 
ed another servant, a colored woman. He 
then robbed the house of $500 and made his 
escape, buta posse of armed men were in 
pursuit. 

Tue French Consul at St. Louis has 
received official notification of the law re- 
cently passed by the French Assembly 
granting an indemnity of 6,000,000 francs to 
the republicans who were banished after the 
coup d@’etat of September, 1851. Many of the 
exiled came to America, and others settled 
in England, Germany and other countries. 
Those still living are entitled to their pro- 
portion of the appropriation voted, but can 
obtain it only in yearly instalments, and must 
make application within two months. The 
indemnity will amount to between 400 and 
1,200 franes per annum for each person en- 
titled thereto. 

Tue Musical Jubilee at Bismarck 
Grove, Kans., opened on the 18th with a 
| chorus of 7,000 trained voices. Litta was the 
| leading soloist. The attendance was unpre- 
cedentedly large. 

DuRING a severe storm on the 18th, 
the house of H. Week, at Spring River Prai- 
rie, Lawrence County, Mo., was struck by 
lightning, killing two children, nine and 
eleven years of age. The house of Henry 
Weulner, who lives two or three miles from 
Week, was struck also, and a young German 
named Weihe, about twenty years old, was 
instantly killed. 

A DESPERATE character named Mur- 
phy was killed by a bullet from a policeman’s 
revolver at Lawrence, Kans., on the 20th. He 
had wounded one officer and fired at several 
others in trying to escape after an attempt at 
burglary. 

WILLIAM MIRANDA, freight conduc- 
tor on the Cincinnati & Marietta Railroad, 
was run over by his train and instantly killed, 
near Lancaster, O., on the 20th. 

A DISPATCH from Canyon City, Colo., 
says: A terribie waterspout burst on Grape 
Creek on the 20th, and whole sections of 
railroad ties with iron attached were run- 
ning in the Arkansas River, together with 
bridge timber, huge pine trees, cattle and 
horses. 

An engine’ on the old Dubuque & 
Southwestern Road exploded near Dubuque, 
Towa, on the 2ist, killing engineer John 
James and injuring several others, including

allten persons were injured, and most of 
them very badly. 

THE boiler of the tug A. B. Ward ex- 
ploded on the 20th while towing a schooner 
through Clark Street bridge, Chicago. Three 
men were killed and several others badly 
wounded. 

THE Missouri Stove Company’s works 
et St. Louis burned on the 21st. 

THE dwelling of Wm. Cole, a farmer 

living near Garettsburg, Buchanan County, 
Mo., burned on the 19th. An infant per- 
ished in the flames, and its mother became 
frantic with grief “and was not expected to 
live. 
JOHN STEWART, a well-known resi- 
dent of Scott County, Ark., who run a farm 
and a general store near Waldron, and Billy 
Massingale, a visiting friend from the vil- 
lage, were both shot and instantly killed a 
few nights ago by two men named Fulsom 
and Hobbs. The four men on the night 
previous to the murder had made up a game 
of poker, at which Fulsom and Hobbs had 
been heavy losers. The next night the two 
men returned, and rousing up Stewart, who 
had gone to bed, asked for some whisky. As 
he was in the act of drawing it he was shot 
through the heart, falling dead. Massingale, 
hearing the shooting, came out of the house, 
when he too was shot through the head, fall- 
ing dead at the feet of Mrs. Stewart, who 
had run in her night-clothes to the door. 
The murderers escaped, heading for the In- 
dian Nation. 

THE Mayor of Omaha has notified sa- 
loon-keepers to close on Sunday, and the 
Temperance Committee warn all violators 
that they need expect no mercy at their 
hands. The saloon-keepers, in retaliation, 
propose to cause the arrest of everybody 
technically guilty of an infringement of the 
Sunday law. 

THE Treasury Department will re- 
deem upon presentation, without rebate of 
interest, outstanding 5-per-cent. registered 
bonds (funded loan of 1881), embraced in 
the 104th call, maturing October 1 next. 

ALICE LAMONT, &@ variety performer, 
died in a St. Louis hospital the other day 
from the effects of poisonous cosmetics. 

A GENERAL strike of switcbmen, yard- 
men and trackmen on the Western Di- 
vision of the New York, Lake Erie & Wes- 
tern Railroad, has caused almost a complete 
blockade of freight traffic. The strike is for 
an advance of 10 per cent. in wages, which 
the company refuses to grant. 

OREGON expects to have a surplus of 
500,000 tons of wheat for export this year. 

GEN. LESLIE Comns, of Kentucky, is 
dead. 

A WELL-KNOWN Republican _poli- 
tician, named Jos. E. Murray, aged about 30 
years, was found dead in his bed at Lake 
Providence, La. Investigation by the Cor- 
oner’s Jury revealed the fact that he had 
committed suicide by taking an overdose of 
morphine. Ie was a native of New Haven, 
Conn. 

L. B. Hutron, a farmer about 30 
years of age, living four miles from Aurora, 
Neb., was instantly killed by a kick from a 
mule, the animal bitting him just behind the 
ear. He leaves a wife and several small 
children. 
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LATE NEWS ITEMS, 


THERE was no material change in the 
condition of the President on the 23d from 
that of the previous day, but the feeling on 
the whole was somewhat more hopeful for 
his recovery. 

POsTMASTER-GENERAL JAMES has is- 
sued an order calling the attention of Post- 
masters to the necessity of effectually can- 
celing the stamps on mai] matter. Neglect 
in this matter has caused considerable loss 
te the Government. 

At Pittston, Pa., on the 23d, Dr. W. 
Mel. Ostrander, a wealthy and well-known 
physician, committed suicide by hanging 
from gas fixtures. 

THE result of the recent elections in 
France shows a general triumph of the Re- 
publican candidates. The Bonapartists lost 
a number of seats. The elections in Spain 
likewise resulted in great successes for the 
Liberals. 

Two workmen, Henry Barnum and 
Fitzgerald, were burned to death at Phila- 
delphia. They were inthe top story of a 
burning warehouse at the time and failed to 
reach a place of safety before the flames 
burst through the roof. 

A FREIGHT on the Ohio Southern Raik 
way collided with a passenger train on a 
side-track near Bainbridge, Ohio. The fire- 
nan and a passenger were killed. 

UNKNOWN parties entered the Jail at 
Monroe, La., on the 23d, and took out Perry 
Mason and Alexander Wilson (colored), 
charged with murder, and hanged them. 

Joun W. Farr, a young man living 
near Ennis, Eilis County, Texas, committed 
suicide by first cutting his throat and then 
shooting the top of his head off with a shot- 
gun. He had been married only a few 
months, and no cause is assigned. 

Ir is rumored that a general strike of 
railroad employees throughout the country 
is contemplated soow. The strike already 
inaugurated on the Erie is said to be the 
precursor of the movement, and was brought 
about somewhat prematurely by local influ- 
ences. 

A DISPATCH from the City of Mexico 
dated the 23d says of a recent disaster at 
Mazatlan: One hundred and fifty pounds of 
powder blew up. First thirty corpses were 
removed; the following six days four or five 
daily, when the authorities interdicted the 
further removal, considering the work dan- 
gerous. All the windows in the town were 
demolished. 


Tue Governor of the Mexican Prov- 
ince of Sonora will co-operate with the Gov- 
ernor of Arizona to prevent the invasion of 
Sonora by ‘‘cow-boys” and the’ invasion of 
Arizona by “Greasers,”’ and thus protect the 
lives and property of the inhabitants of both 
countries.

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Adventure in a New Zealand Volcano. 


Prof. Henry A. Ward, formerly of the 
University of Rochester, N. Y., is writ- 
ing letters touching his travels in New 
Zealand, some of which detail singular 
experiences. In his last he says: * “I 
came from Auckland by steamer south 
for 125 miles along the east coast to 
the town of Tamanga. I hired a twen- 
ty-ton cutter and started to visit the sea 


volcano. We sailed all night and at 
day-break we had before us a 
+mopn of black scorih, 330 feet: ’ 


e top of which, with much 
force, went white clouds of vapor to 
a height of nearly 2,000 feet. Reaching 
the shore it was not traveling, for 
in places the black ax les of the beach 
were -all astir with water boiling up 
through them—water so hot that a mis- 
step might scald the foot seriously. At 
this point the center wall has been 
broken down almost to the sea-level and 
we could look into the great hollow is- 
land. The crater is circular, a full mile 
in diameter, and hemmed in by walls 
many hundred feet high and very pre- 
cipitous, The crater floor was an un- 
even plane of volcanic ash and scoria, 
with many little fumaroles or blow 
holes, through which hot sulphur va- 
pors came oozing out, while every few 
minutes there was beneath our feet a 
smart trembling and a low, dull, rolling 
roar. The smoke of vapor be- 
gan to thicken as we went along, and 
we soon found the cause. We were 
stopped short by a great lake of steam- 
ing water, quite filling this end of the 
crater, and being, as we could see when 
the clouds lifted, nearly half a mile 
from either side. The water was too 
hot to comfortably bear the hand in it, 
and was, further, insupportable to either 
touch or taste by a. strong infusion of 
alum and sulphuric acid, which bit 
painfully at any scratch or sore upon 
our skin.. On the further border of the 
lake and half around its shore, was a 
row of the most violent solfataras which 
I have ever seen. They have built for 
themselves little pillar-like cones from 
ten to thirty feet high and a yard or two 
in diameter at its base, and through 
these open chimneys they were trumpet- 
ing steam and roaring sulphuric gases 
with a violence that was frightful to 
contemplate and such demoniacal 
screeching and din as afflicted our ears, 
even at the long distance where we 
stood. We dragged the row-boat along 
the volvano’s floor and launched it upon 
the boiling lake. ‘lhe water of the lake 
was of a milky opaque cast, but we 
could feel with our oars that it was in 
most places not over ten feet deep.

The Wounded President's Suffer- 
ing Shortly to End. 


Life’s Flame Burnnd to its Socket. 
Wasuineton August 21., 6:30 p. m.— 
The President vomited jtwice during 
the afternoon. Food is not given 
now ip the natural way. Parotid 
swelling is painless but stationary. 
Pulse 108, temperature 99 2 10, res- 
piration 18. 

9:30 p. m.—No vomiting since 5:15 
p- m., but great anxiety is felt. A 
change for better or worse is expect- 
ed in the morning. 


Since the issuance of the evening 
bulletin the scenes at the executive 
mansion and on the streets have 
been materially changed. The an- 
nouncement of the President having 
vomited twice during the afternoon 
created great uneasiness throghout 
the city, and crowds gathered around 
the bulletin boards in an excited 
mapner. At the exectutive mansion 
there was noticable a feeling of ap- 
prehension, but the statements of 
the attending surgeons ts the effect 
that the vmoiting was not occasioned 
by any gastic disturbance of the 
stomach, have been accepted as 
less serious than if that organ had 
refused to perform its fanctions. 
This is the explanation of the vomit- 
ing given by Dr. Bliss. It appears 
contrary to the impression which 
prevailed up to six o'clock, that there 
was vomiting during the early after- 
noon, shortly after one o'clock. At 
that time the President experienced 
considerable difficulty with phlegm 
which had secreted in his throat,and 
in his exertion to raise it excited his 
stomach to such an extent that vom- 
iting ensued. This was some time 
after the last poriton of nourish- 
ment had been naturally administer- 
ed, so that the theory that it was 
caused by phlegm in the throat is 
very generally accepted. 

Dr. Boyton, in conversatson this 
evening stated the President has not 
taken no nourishment siuce the first 
vomiting occurred. He says further 
that the President’s stomach is cer- 
tainly weaker today than it was yes- 
day, aud while the case looks rather 
discouraging tonight, he hoped and 





ing will bring au improvement. 
If it does pot, the doctor says, I 
shall feel very much di couraged and 
extremely anxjous.

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The Missionary Trunk. 


How to protect trunks against the 
ruvages of the professional baggage- 
smasher is a probliiebich has enga, 
the thoughts of our wisest and noblest 
men. They have tried every material 
of which « trunk can be made. Some 
have imagined that the heavier and 
stronger the trunk the more difficalt it 
will be to smash it, and hence trunks 
have been made of oak and zine and 
iron, and have been built so large that 
in many cases it would be easiér to put 





a country ¢ a t 
trunk into’the cottage. Others, again, 
have conceived the idea that safety lies 
in the lightness of a trunk, and have 
provided themselves with trunks made 
of basket-work or canvas. In neither 
case has the fiendish purpose of the 
baggage-smasher been thwarted. — In 
the touching lan zuage of the New Eng- 
land Primer, he smashes all both great 
and small, and at the end of a railway 
joarney there is nothing to choose be- 
tween the wreck of the big iron trunk 
and the small basket-work trunk. 

The truth is the inventors of trunks 
have shown an unscientific want of grasp 
of their subject. They have failed to 
notice the peculiar method in which the 
baggage-smasher works. He does not, 
as many persons imagine, smash trunks 
to pieces with an ax or crow-oar, 
Neither does he break the locks with a 
hammer and dance on the lids until 
they collapse. All his smashing is done 
by thesimple process of throwing trunks 
from one place to another. He throws 
them from the baggage car to the plat- 
form, and when moving them from 
one place on the platform to 
another he has a peculiar way of 
giving them a rotary motion on their 
corners which infallibly breaks locks 
and hinges and tears all the joints asun- 
der. What is wanted in trunk-making 
is not a material, such as iron, which 
will for a time resist the blows of an ax, 
neither do we want to build trunks of 
excessively large size, inasmuch as they 
will fall all the more heavily when they’ 
are pitched from the baggage-car. 
need to build in such a way as to coun- 
teract the plan pursued by the baggage- 
smasher; that is to say, to build trunks 
which cannot be thrown about or whirled 
around on their corners. This is the 
scientific way of setting about the solu- 
tion of the problem, and it was in this 
way that the inventor of the ‘‘mission- 
ary trunk” arrived at the result which 
must svoner or tater make him famous. 

This benefactor of mankind has de- 
vised a trunk which is practically inca- 
pable of being smashed, and which at 
the same time teaches a most useful les- 
son to the baggage-smasher. ‘The 
‘‘missionary trunk’ is built upon a 
framework of half-inch iron bars, which 
extend along each of its twelve edges. 
This gives enormous strength just where 
it is most needed, and enables the in- 

ventor to use light wood as the material 
for the sides, ends, top, and bottom of 
the trunk. At each of the eight corners 
of the trunk an end of one of the iron 
bars is prolonged, so that it projects 
four inches beyond the trunk and termi- 
nates in a sharp point. It is this system 
of spikes which is the chief merit of the 
‘missionary trunk”? and which consti- 
tutes its usefulness. 

It is evident that if this trunk is thrown 
from a baggage-car it must strike the 
platform with at least one of its spikes. 
This, of course, injures the platform, 
and brings the baggage-smasher into 
conflict with the railroad company. Ur, 
if the trunk is thrown into a baggage- 
car or on the deck of a steamboat, the 
iron spikes at once cut, tear, and destroy 
the wood with which they come in con- 
tact. Moreover, if the baggage-smasher 
tries to roll the ‘‘missionary trunk’ on 
its corners, he not only tears the plat- 
form, but he infallibly lacerates either 
his legs or his wrists, and is thus forci- 
bly taught the wickedness of baggage- 
smashing. 

The inventor has put his invention to 
a most thorough and satisfactory test. 
He started last May from this city, and 
went to Chicago by the Pennsylvania 
Road, returning by the New York Cen- 
tral. At the station in Jersey City, the 
‘‘missionary trunk’ tore up the plat- 
form te such an extent that a porter 
was instantly dismissed from the ser- 
vice of the company. At Pittsburgh 
the trunk was thrown out of the bag- 
gage-car, and, striking a confederate of 
the» baggage-smasher, transfixed his 
foot with a spike and made him a crip- 
plefor life. At Chicago two smashers 
were fatally wounded by the beneficent 
trunk, one of them dying in great agony 
with four inches of spike piercing his 
skull, and at Cleveland a platform was 
so badly damaged that the company 
discharged a baggage-master and four 
porters. At Bu alo yells of anguish 
filled the station as the baggage-smash- 
er, who tried to roll the * missionary 
trunk”? on its corner, felt the spikes 
tearing his ankles. Throughout the en- 
tire:journey the trunk fulfilled most 
gloridusly the expectations of the invent- 
or, ayd by the time it reached New 
York.it-hadskilled four baggage-smash- 
ers, swousgead*for the most part seri- 
ously—séven more, injured eleven plat- 
forms, sit cars, and two express wag- 
ons, and incidentally caused the dis- 
charge of thirteen porters. The trunk 
itself was wholly uninjared, and the in- 
ventor. proposes to repeat his journey 
next week, and confidently expects that, 
owing to the terror which the trunk has 
inspired, it will be handled as gently as 
if it were a child in arms. 

In this admirable trunk we can see 
the early and sure abolition of baggage- 
smashing. It may be assumed that ev- 
ery man who hears of the ** missionary 
trunk!’.will hasten to buy one. An im- 
mediate and delightful mortality will 
occur among the baggage-smashers, and 
in a brief period there will arise a new 
generation of porters and b mas- 
ters who will handle trunks with the 
tenderness of nurses handling sick Fe- 
nians full of nitro-glycerine.—New York

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How Diamonds are Identified. 





A witness in court recently testified 
that there was in Tiffany’s a wax im- 
ression of adiainond alleged to have 
een stolen. A reporter of the Sun 
asked at Tiffany & Co.’s for information 
as to their methods of recording and 
identifying diamonds. 

Mr. J. K. Andrews, who has charge 
of the diamond department, said that 
the statement was erroneous. ‘*We do 
not take wax impressions of diamonds,”’ 
he said, ‘except when we send an order 
abroad for a digapond of a special shape 
or order to match one we have. It 
would be very hard to describe all the 
facets of a diamond so that it could be 
matched exactly, but by taking a wax 
impression we can reproduce the exact 
size or shape. Still, a wax impression 
would give no idea of color or purity, 
and these characteristics make all the 
difference in the world in the value of 

recious stones. Adiamond as big as a 
ittle pea may be worth $300 or it may 
be worth $3,000.” 

‘How, then, are you able to identify 
unset diamonds?”’ 

Mr. Andrews took the reporter into a 
little glass-inclosed room, and taking 
some hundreds of ‘thousands of dollars 
worth of diamonds out of a safe, placed 
them upon a table covered with black 
eloth. 

‘¢ Here, now, is a diamond,”’ he said, 
holding up a flashing yellow crystal as 
big as a pigeon’s egg, ‘that is one of 
the remarkable diamonds of the world, 
and could be identified anywhere. It 
weighs 125 carats, and is worth $30,000. 
While yellow diamonds are plentiful, 
yet there are few with a clear, decided 
tint like this; and it is peculiar in its 
cutting, from the fact that it has two 
rows of facets from the girdle, or largest 
circumference of the stone, to the table, 
}as the flat top of the stone is called. In 
the ordinary style of cutting a brilliant 
there is only one row of facets between 
girdle and table. Here is a diamond,” 
picking upa brilliant clear as a drop of 
dew and flashing with colors like a rain- 
bow, “that weighs only 2 5-8 carats, 
and is yet worth $1,500, from the fact 
that it is of the purest water. A dia- 
mond notable as this we could 
positively identify from its  char- 
acteristics. Here is another,’’ pick- 
ing up a yellow stone, ‘that weighs 
nearly as much, 2 3-4 carats, and 
is yet worth only $275, because of its 
color. Yellow diamonds are hard to 
identify by appearance, because the 
are so plentiful. Diamonds come of all 
colors, pink, blue and brown being rare 
and worth much more than yellow. 
The pure white, free from stain or flaw, 
is the most valuable of all. Odd colors 
are so rare that they afford a ready 
means of identification. Here is a black 
diamond,’’ he said, holding up a large 
brilliant that oddly combines perfect 
transparency with a blackish tint, 
“that is one of vhe largest 
and best black diamonds in the 
world. It weighs only five carats, and 
is worth $2,500. Now, here,’ pickin 
up a beautiful diamond of a clear pink 
hue, ‘is a great curiosity, that we could 
readily identify anywhere. It weighs 
eight carats, less a sixteenth, and is 
worth $5,000. The color is a rare one, 
andit is exquisitely pure. Here is an- 
other extraordinary diamond.” He 
showed a large pear-shaped stone of a 
cinnamon color. ‘*Thatisan East In- 
dian gem, and is very old. Although it 
weighs seventeen carats, it is not worth 
as much asthe smaller pink brilliant, 
on account of its color. Its value is 
$4,000. Such marked stones as those I 
have shown you we could positively 
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identify by their characteristics. But 
there would be no means of identifying 


| such stones as these,’? he said, as he 


poured a handfull of small diamonds on 
the table. They were nearly al) off color, 
and of small size. 

** How, then, do you avoid mistakes, 
and protect yourself against fraudulent 
claims when you take diamonds toset?”’ 

** In the first place, we will have noth- 
ing todo with paste, no matter what 
price might be offered us to set it. No- 
bedy in the store is allowed to wear a 
paste gem, and if by mistake a paste 
brilliant is taken in at the repair counter 
it is immediately sent back to the owner. 
That rarely happens. Some time ago, 
when we refused to reset a stone on the 
rround that it was paste, the owner was 
greatly surprised to hear that it was not 
genuine. The lady investigated the 
matter and found that a dishonest ser- 


| vant had removed the diamond and sub- 
| stituted a paste gem. 


She had never 
known the difference, although an ex- 
pert does not hesitate a moment in pro- 
nouncing upon the genuineness of a 
stone. 

‘When a diamond is brought to us,” 
Mr. Andrews went on, “it goes imme- 
diately into the hands of an expert who 
gives it microscopic scrutiny. It is 
weighed, any chip or flaw is noted, and 
all these facts are recorded together 
with a little diagram indicating the lo- 
cation of the defects. Then it goes into 
the workman’s hands. This enables us 
to be certain that- we are returning ex- 
actly the same diamond that we take in. 
Not one diamond in a thousand is free 
from fiaws, so that there are always 
identifying characteristics. People are 
frequently surprised to find their dia- 
monds have defects, but it is often the 
case that the cutter will leave in a flaw 
that can be covered by the setting, as 
very frequently the cutting out of a de- 
fect would lgse.a half carat or more of 
weight.” _ 

** Will diamonds .chip off in wear. 
ing?”’ 

“Very rarely. You may laya dia- 
mond on an anvil and strike it with a 
hammer and it will not break. At the 
same time a diamond has a grain, and 
a blow that happens to strike it along 
the line of cleavage may clip it. Most 
of the defects of stones are natural. 
Perfect pearls are even rarer than per- 
fect diamonds. I recollect that a dealer 
once brought to us acollection of pearls 
valued at $250,000, and there was only 
one absolutely perfect one in the lot. 
The rarity of perfect pearls makes us 
censider this one of our most extraordi- 
nary pieces of jewelry.”’ 

e showed a pearl necklace, the ls 
ranging in size from peas to filberts. 
They were all perfectly round, and 
some were iridescent. ‘‘Those we call 
Orients,”” he said, ‘‘and they are ex- 
tremely rare. The necklace is worth 
$35,000.°"—New York Sun.

—Corn Fritters.—One-half teacup but- 
ter, the same of flour, one egg, pepper 
and salt; one pint grated corn, beat it 
up, and fry it on a well buttered grid- 

e. They are as good as fried oysters. 

—When guiet can not be secured, and 
baby is worried out and can’t go to 
sleep, and nobody knows what is the 
matter, a soft napkin or fine towel wet 
in warmish water and folded over the 
top of its head, eyes and ears, will often 
act a charm, and it will drop off into a 
refreshing sleep in a few minutes. 

—If there is a gully started in the pas- 
ture and you can get rye once to catch, 
it will hold and protect the young grams 
until a sward forms; and when hill 
fields are cultivated in corn, if rye is 
sown in autumn, it will prevent the 
washing, which often exhausts the field 
more than the removal of a crop.—The 
Cultivator. 

—Pickled Cauliflowers.—Take solid 
and white cauliflower; pull apart in 
bunches, spread on an earthen dish; lay 
saltallover them, and letthem stand three 
days; then put into earthen jars and 

our boiling salt and water over them; 
et them stand over night, then drain, 
put into glass jars and fill up with white 
vinegar prepared the same as for the 
onions. 

—Tomato soup, if well seasoned, is 
relished by almost everybody: ‘To one 
quart of water add eight large tomatoes, 
cut them in small pieces, boil for twenty 
minutes, then put in half a teaspoonful 
of soda, let it boil a few minutes more, 
then add about a pint of sweet milk; 
season as you would oysters; bread 
crumbs, sago, barley or rice may be 
added. 

—Professor T. J. Burrill, of the Illi- 
nois Industrial University, is given as 
authority for the statement that in an 
experimental plantation of twenty se- 
lected species of forest trees, catalpa 
(speciosa or bignonioides?) ‘‘outgrew 
the black walnut, white ash, osage 
orange, American elm, European larch, 
and everything except the white willow 
and the silver maple. 

—Young and tender plants may be 
rp nc ant without injury by using a 
length of stove-pipe for a trowel.

them now with the chops, free from 
grease. Let simmer together for fifteen 
minutes and dish up together. Prepare 
with these macaroni, boiled in water 
and served with a little butter. 
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The Malodors of Stables. 


The Chairman of the Committee on 
Hygiene of the Medical age while 
on a visit to the West during the chol- 
era epidemic of 1873, had his attention 
called to the savory and wholesome 
condition of even the commonest Louis- 
ville livery stables. They were as dry 
and sweet as a barn. Sawdust was 
used in large quantities, sometimes in 
the horse and cow stalls; at others only 
in the pathways or passages between 
them. All the boards were clean and 
dry. It is seldom that anyone can go 
into even what is called a well-appoint- 
ed horse or cow stable without disgust, 
but in these common places there was 
no occasion for any. 

On a subsequent visit to Memphis, on 
the yellow fever question, the mule pens 
and yards were found covered with saw- 
dust nearly afoot deep. The animals 
looked sleek and comfortable. Since 
these years the Committee on Hygiene 
has been almost unremitting in its en- 
deavors to have the maladors of stables 
and other scourges corrected. Dirty 
stables cause far ‘more injury to the 
robust and well and incaleulably more 
to the sick and delicate than is generally 
supposed, to say nothing of their unmit- 
igated nastiness. Very many of the es- 
tablishments, including the stables of 
milk dealers, are always kept as sloven- 
ly and filthy as if they belonged to the 
lowest and most debased classes, and 
were not surrounded by mansions in 
which the comforts of life are absolute 
necessaries. Many cow-stables in Con- 
necticut and other country places are 
now liberally supplied with sawdust 
with great benefit to the milk, cream 
and butter. Every ordinary cow-stable 
is unfit for any civilized human being to 
go into. The old superstition, born of 
oe and long tolerance of filth, 
that the smells of horses or cow stables is 
wholesome, is very far from true. The 
majority of hostlers are ill, and if the 
have not good food and drink and muc 
pure air elsewhere would seon fall vic- 
tims to their dirty avocations. 

Sawdust and shavings are thrown 
into the furnaces of wood factories in 
& most slovenly and wasteful way, pro- 
ducing large volumes of dense black 
smoke, which is oppressive to all in 
warm or muggy weather, and is espec- 
ially damaging to those who suffer with 
diseases of the eyes, throat, lungs or 
heart. An immense quantity of fuel is 
daily wasted by the careless stoking of 
wood shavings and sawdust, and it is 
rather more difficult to prevent smoke 
while burning shavings than sawdust. 
There should be no such thing as a foul 
smelling or disagreeable smelling horse 
or cow stable in this broad land, as the 
remedies are so cheap and easy of ap- 
plication. The ravages of typhoid and 
typho-malarial fevers would be quickly 
checked, and the defilement of wells 
and drinki water, and milk diluted 
with it would soon be ended. Diph- 
theria and other malignant throat dis- 
eases and foul air bronchitis, consump- 
tion and pneumonia would no longer 
heard of. Great epidemics of yellow 
— typhus yt could not arise, and 

e ravages 0 — ant smallpox and 
scarlet fever would eatl Gana, 
That any civilized an sell respecting 
people should have so long not only en- 
dured, but fostered the intolerable nui- 
}sances and unmitigated beastliness 
which has grown up about horse and 
cow stables and tbe shrines of cloacina 
is almost incomprehensible.—Cor, N. ¥.

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The Ojibbeway War Dance. 





Reader, did you ever see an Indian 
jamboree—none of your tame, listless 
affairs, in which the participants are 
attired in their ordinary every-day 
habiliments, but a real, live aboriginal 
circus, > wonesngr con : 
rigged out in e pomp and glory 0 
war paint and feathers and fantastic 

bs—many half-naked, their bronzed 
Fodies partly hidden by streaks of ver- 
milion and yellow, and blue'and white, 
and daubs i 8 gen of all imagi ple 

udy hues. They carry no tomahawks, 
cad their guns are laid aside; but they 
present no less a fierce and warlike ap- 
pearance because these familiar weap- 
ons .are wanting. Sitting around in a 


a circle, these fantastically decorated sons 


of the forest squat tailor-fashion, and, 
as the tom-tom, responding to the quick- 
ly plied stick in a dozen willing hands, 
gives forth a monotonous sound, as- 
similating with the chanting accom- 
paniment, one fierce brave starts up 
and leads off in the mazes of the dance, 
then another and another, till a score or 
more of the savages are keeping tread 
to the not over-exhilarating music. 
Then a rest follows, and the tom-tom 
ceases its dreary din. Butitis for a 
moment only; a wild whoop, and Mani- 
tobaness darts forward, recounting his 
heroic deeds. As he finishes the tom- 
tom again strikes up its monotone, and 
many braves join in the preliminary 
dance that leads to the war-path. One 
darts here with uplifted arm and snake- 
like movement, as if in pursuit of an 
imaginary foe; another créeps stealthily 
along, hiding himself as it were from 
the enemy; another covers the retreat, 
and in all shapes and figures they imi- 
tate the manoeuvering of Indian war- 
fare. The tom-tom eats louder, the 
voices chant stronger and the sharp, 
shrill yells of the inspired warriors be- 
come frenzied shrieks, while the dance 
is made more madly wild and the 
strangely attired figures mingle weirdly 
in the scene. Another rest, and up 
springs Light-up-in-the-Sky—not a very 
tall man, as his name would indicate. 
He tells how he had taken the scalps of 
seven Sioux—the hereditary foe of the 
Ojibbeways—two near Fort Garry, two 
at Grand Forks and another on the 
plains. His deeds of valor recited, the 
war dance is resumed and continues 
with unabated vigor for a few minutes. 
Clear Sky, following his firmamently 
named comrade, recounts his exploits— 
he also had killed seven—and the dance 
is again resumed. Another rest, and 
Floating Lily—a brawny chief, whose 
untrousered blue and white under-gar- 
ment floating to the breeze should have 
more appropriately named him Floating 
Shirttail—darts into the center of his 
admiring brethren, and tells that, al- 
though in his first battle with the hated 
Sioux he had been unsuccessful, in the 
second fray he had captured six scalps 
and one in the third, and, he perorates, 
‘¢that is the reason these quills are on 
my head, a mark of what I have done.” 
Another frenzied yell, in admiration of 
his valsrous deeds, and the dance again 

oes madly on. The tom-tom beats its 
oudest, the chanting increases in vol- 
ume, the movements of the dancers 
more energetic, and, in a perfect pan- 
demonium of yells, the war dance of 
the Ojibbeways comes to a sudden end. 
— Winnipeg Times. 
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—An eccentric citizen of Bangor, Me., 
who has no confidence in the science of 
architecture, placed a new water con- 
ductor along the eaves of a double tene- 
ment house, and subsequently found 
that the end which should have been the 
lower was in reality the higher, and that 
water would not run up hill.
